The  Urban  District  of  Dalton- in-Furness  is  situated  in  the  North  'Western 
part  of  the  County  of  Lancashire  adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  Barrow-in- 
Furness  and  the  North  Lonsd-ale  Rural  District,  Height  above  Ordnance  Datum 
varies  between  350  feet  in  the  north-east  to  sea  level  in  the  west.  There 
are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  past  there 
has  been  extensive  mining,  for  iron  ore  which  has  left  the  surface  considerably 
scarred  and  some  of  the  lew  lying  areas  flooded  v/ith  water. 

The  chdef  industrres  are  viscose  manufacturing,  shoe-maldng,  briclcvorks, 
clothing  manuiacture  and  agricudture , but  a large  proportion  of  the  male  working 
population  is  emploj^ed  in  the  shipyards  and  steeivorks  at  Barrow, 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  s ntistics  for  the  year  I962  and  for  the  preceding 
five  years  are  given  on  page  two, 

l65  births  were  registered,  95  being  males  and  73  females,  4 male  and  4 
female  were  illegitimate. 

A-pproximately  75.4%  of  the  deaths  vrere  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
over  and  the  principal  causes  of  death  v/ere:-  Heart  disease  ,43?  Malignant 
grc7/ths  21  and  Vascudar  lesiorn  of  the  nervous  system  25.  Of  the  43  deaths 
from  Heart  disease,  I6  were  due  to  Goronrry  i'rtery  disease. 
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The  table  TsIo^t  shovrs  comparisons  bet'ween  birth  and  death  rates  in  England 
and  Wales  and  this  District,
